Cold weather failed to appreci¬ 
ably affect the attendance at the 
annual Remembrance Day Service 
on Nov. 11, as over 300 town and 
district residents turned out to 
again pay bondage to those whb 
gave their lives in the two world 
wars and in Korea. 

Guest speaker was Rev. E. N. P. 

Orme, MBE, CD, L.Th., chaplain 
to the Colonel Belcher Hospital in 
Calgary, and a veteran of World 
War Two. 

"Those who made the supreme 
sacrifice and now lie scattered in 
graves around the world are a liv¬ 
ing memorial to the successful ef¬ 
fort they made to enable us to live 
a peaceful and happy life," said 
Chaplain Orme. 

Drawing on his experiences as 
a wartime padre and as chaplain to 
a DVA hospital where he ministers 
to the spiritual needs of those who 
were wounded jr otherwise ren¬ 
dered physically unfit as a result 
of their war services, Rev. Orme 
said that service in action "mark¬ 
ed" many men and their wartime 
experiences had changed them. 

The DVA hospitals throughout 
Canada help rehabilitate these 
men to take their place in the 
civilian world. Those who were 
seriously wounded or otherwise 
bear permanent marks of their ex¬ 
perience in action gave a great 
deal in the fight for freedom. “Let 
them, too, be included when we 
pay tribute to those who fought 
for us," urged the speaker. 

The service was sponsored by 
the Vulcan Branch Canadian 
Legion and held in the Vulcan Ar¬ 
mouries, with Legion Chaplain 
Rev. R. H. Johnson in charge. He 
w as assisted by Rev. G. F. Wuer- 
fel and Rev. A. P. Pearce. 

Representing the Town of Vul- 
•ran. Deputy Mayor Frank Bur- 
chak expressed sympathy to those 
who had lost loved ones in World 
War One and World War Two and came 
asked that the annual service in 
honor of our war dead be “a true 
remembrance."

Tests regarding fertilizer on pas¬ 
tures have been conducted for 
several years, at various experi¬ 
mental stations throughout the 
west and usually the higher rates 
of application would show the 
greatest increased profits, but this 
year’s tests have been conducted 
at Lacombe using as high as 800 
pounds per acre but the 400 pound 
rate showed the greatest profit ac¬ 
cording to Forage Crop Specialist, 
W. Doran of that station. Here are 
the figures: Creeping red fescue, 
brome and brome-alfalfa, are the 
three types cf pasture observed. 
The pasture season In the three 
years 1956-58, averaged only 85 
days. This year, grazing continued 
for 120 days, a difference for 
which the increased fertilizer 
would seem largely responsible. 

Applied in the Spring of 1959, 
40C pounds per acre of 16-20-0, 
produced 394 pounds of beef per 
acre, unfertilized pasture produced 
192 pounds. Daily rate of grain 
from the fertilized pasture was 
2.43 pounds compared with 1.84 
pounds from the unfertilized. Car¬ 
rying capacity of the pasture was 
increased by 55%. Compared with 
the 200 pound rate for the three 
year period 1956-58, the 400 pounds 
of 16-20-0 this year averaged 142 
pounds more beef per acre and 
showed 0-21 pounds greater daily 
gain. 

Greatest response to the 400 
pound rate was demonstrated by 
the Brome & Fescue pastures. Mr. 
Doran reports. They produced 
143% and 100% more beef respec¬ 
tively than the corresponding un¬ 
fertilized pastures. With Brome & 
Alfalfa, the gain was 82%. The 
Brome pasture was as productive 
ns the mixture, wnich indicates the 
possibility of maintaining or in¬ 
creasing the productivity of pure
